Episcopal Church. This high quality fair features art and crafts from 
all over the Southeast.

DECEMBER 

■ Historic Biltmore Village transforms itself into a quaint 
Dickensonian Village on the first Friday, Saturday and Sunday of 
December. A spectacular lighting ceremony 
(featuring all the shops and more than one 
hundred thousand lights) kicks off three 
days of concerts, displays, strolling vocalists 
and instrumentalists-all in costumes of the 
period. The festival also features evening 
hours and refreshments. 

BILTMORE VILLAGE HISTORIC MUSEUM

The Biltmore Village Museum is a free, non-profit, volunteer- 
staffed museum with the purpose of sharing information about the 
Village from the late 1800s to the present through photographs, 
maps, antique post cards and vintage artifacts. The collection 
includes original maps and copies of original drawings for the 
Biltmore Village cottages.

BILTMORE VILLAGE-YESTERDAY 
Constructed in the late 1890s as a picturesque village 
at the entrance to the Biltmore Estate, Biltmore 
Village is a classic planned community. Richard M. 

Hunt, designer of The Biltmore House, also designed 
All Souls Church, Biltmore Depot and the Estate office. Landscape 
architect Frederick Law Olmstead, in addition to his designs for 
Biltmore Estate, produced the landscape plan for the Village. 

Richard S. Smith designed the Village cottages, the school, infirmary 
and post office. 

Village streets are laid out in a fan shape. Most of the streets 
are short, terminating at the outer edge of the "fan", giving the 
Village a geographically self-contained design. 

Renovation of the Village into a viable shopping district began 
in the late 1960s through the leadership of local merchants William 
Bell, Dick and Bob Gray, Robert Griffin and John Cram. 

Biltmore Village was declared both a historic area and a local 
historic district in 1989. 

BILTMORE VILLAGE-TODAY 

Biltmore Village is one of the Carolina's most fascinating, unique 
and enjoyable shopping environments. Tree-lined streets...brick 
sidewalks...open air dining...all combined with amazing collections 
of one-of-a-kind merchandise of true quality and value. 

Village shops are housed in the original homes built in the 
1900 to 1910 era. An active Merchants Association, in conjunction 
with the City and County Historic Resources Commission oversees 
ongoing development and preservation of the area. 

In 1992, after two years of development, leaders from the 
State, the City of Asheville and Biltmore Village published the Long 
Range Development master plan for the Village. Phase One was 
launched in early 1994 with the resetting of granite curbs. Brick 
sidewalks were added or reset and the Village Green was 
significantly enlarged. 

Phase Two, currently underway, calls for installing exact 
replicas of the original street lights, planting trees specified in the 
original Olmstead design, expanding the brick sidewalks to all 
Village streets and adding benches and informational signage.
